STATEMENT ASSAILS 
THE ORGANIZATION 


In Suppressing Free Speech, 


Patriotic Society Is Ac- 


cused of Striking at Roots 
of U. S. Freedom.

Eleven prominent members of twa 
local chapters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution have re- 
signed in protest against’ the 
blacklisting of speakers. 

The organization’s blacklist, up- 
on which appears the names of 
many prominent persons in the 
country who are barred as unpatri- 
otic from addressing D. A. R. meet- 
ings, recently received the indorse- 
ment of the national organization. 

Mrs. William Lyon Phelps, wife 
of a Yale professor, and Mrs. Jo- 
sepha Whitney, widow of Judge Ed- 
win B. Whitney, two of those who 


May 


resigned, issued a statement say- 
ing they can no longer continue 
membership in an _ organization 


which “adopts a policy striking at 
the roots of Amtrican freedom and 
contrary to the spirit of the first 
amendment of the constitution 
which it has sworn to uphold.’ 

‘The United States has grown in 
power and influence for 159 years 
by carrying out the principles of 
our fathers, of free discussions -of 
public questions,’ the statement 
continues. 

“Tyrannical Suppression.” 

“For this the present policies of 
the Daughters of the American 
tevolution substitute a face-about 
to tyrannical suppression of all who 
differ with the present national 
officers on the questions of the 
day. 

“If such action should succeed 
the result would be to crush the 
initiative and creative energy of 
the American people. 

“We wish Godspeed 
fellow members of the D. A. R. 
who retain their membership in 
an effort to continue their protest 
against the actions of the present 
officers, but we see small chance 
of success so long as their prin- 
ciples cannot be presented, with 
those of the officers, in the meet- 
ings of the different chapters for 
discussion by the membership and 
intelligent cnoice between them. 

Free Speech Defended. 

“The principles we have asked 
in vain to have debated before the 
chapters, can be stated as two 
points: 

“The D. A. R. should not try to 
suppress free speech when such is 
within the bounds set by the laws 
of our country. 

"The D. A. R. should encourage 
its membership to study the social 
problems of the day, especially the 
efforts of our Government to aid 
in the establishment of good will 
between nations*and the relations 
of arms as a means of national 
defense to the progress made in 
arbitration and the legal methods 
of settling disputes. . .

“Sister organizations are de- 
nounced, although officers of those 
organizations are, many of them, 
members of the D. A. R. them- 
selves, 

“Ignorance Called Patriotism.” 

“The climax is reached when the 
preaching of ignorance is called 
‘patriotic’ and efforts to prevent 
the horrors and agonies of another 
world war are called ‘unpatriotic.’ 
It is then time to. protect 
patriotism, our love of the tradi- 
tions of our fathers, and the _prin- 
ciples on which our country Was 
founded and through which it can 
best flourish in the future 4s in 
the past.”

16 Bullet Wounds in Body 
of Louis Mandel—Police 
Think Own Men Killed 
Gang Chief. : 


TWO VOLLEYS HEARD 
NEAR DENNY ROAD 


Coroner Returns Open Ver- 
dict—Two Witnesses Say 


_ They Could Not Identify | 


Assassins Seen in Cars. 


The usual verdict in gang kill- 
ings—“homicide at the hands of 
unknown parties’—~was returned 
today at the inquest into the mur- 
der of Louis Mandel, reputed lead- 
er of the Cuckoo gang, who was 
shot in St. Louis County last night, 
a few hours after his erstwhile pal, 
“Piggy” Weller, murdered Friday, 
had been buried. 

Authorities who arrested Mandel 
100 times on charges ranging from 
murder to peace disturbance, with- 
out obtaining a conviction, are not 
htopeful of apprehending his slay- 
ers, owing to the gangsters’ code 
of silence in such matters. 

The police theory is that Mandel 
was “taken for a ride” and filled 
with lead by -*llow Cuckoos who 
held him responsible for the assas- 


sination of Welier, which closed up 


the Cuckoo's play center, Weller’s 
Madison County roadhouse, known 
as “Villa Iris.” Littl stock is 
placed in another theory that Wel- 
ler and Mandel may have been slain 
by common enemies. 

16 Bullet Wounds in Body. 

Mandel’s body, pierced by 16 buil- 
lets, six of them in the head, was 
found at 8:30 o'clock last night in 
the middle of Denny road, 190 
vards trom the Anheuser road, atid 
near Sunset Hill Country Club, 
which was holding its first dance 
of the season. 

William Willmann, a contractor, 
living at Denny and Anheuser 
roads, and Charles Williams, a la- 
borer, who was working behind 
Willmann’s residence, heard a vol- 
ley of shots and started toward the. 
Denny road to investigate. There 


was a second round of shots then.,. 


and they saw two automobiles 
speed away from the murder scene. 
heading toward Sappington, on the 
Gravois road. 

Willmann, seeing-the body in the 
road, went to “Gofinhurst,” the 
nearby home of Eberhard § An- 
heuser, and a visitor there, Judge 
William Dee Becker of the 8f. 
louis Court of Appeals, telephoned 
the Sheriff's office at Clayton. Will- 
mann had not been close enough to 
the two automobiles to obtain their 
license nunibers or determine the 
number of occupants. On Tues- 
day Willmann had seen one of the 
cars-—or one Of similar appearance 
—driving slowly around the Denny 
and Anheuser roads..- Suspectinz 
something wrong, Willmann had 
armed himself with a shotgun 
which he carried last night. It is 
now thought the murderers’. of 
Mandel may have inspected the 
scene a day in advance of the kill- 
ing. 

No Weapons-on Body. 

Apparently Mandel had _ been 
shot in a ear and shot again after 
being thrown to the road. He was 
wounded with .45-caliber bullets, 
whieh indicated pistols or sub-ma- 
chine gun, or both, had been used. 

If Mandel was robbed of any- 
thing, it was his revolver. No 
weapon was found on him. Ilis 
pockets held $26 and some busi- 
ness papers... His body was re- 
moved to Coroner Bopp’s under- 
taking establishment at Kirk weod. 

At the inquest, Williams testified 
that the bright moonlight at the 
time of the murder was insufficient 
for him to identify the slayers, He 
saw {wo nen in one automobile 
und several in the other car. Two 
men Jeft the cars, fired at the body 
in the road, and returned to the 
ears, he testified. 

Mother and Brother Testify. 

Other witnesses, throwing no 
light on the murder, were Mandel’s 
mother and brofher, and his for- 
mer employer, Frank J. Murphy, 
manager of the Red Top Taxicab 
Co, Mandel had been arrested with 
Murphy in the latter’s automobile 
Saturday. Mandel avas_ indicted 
Tuesday for possession of three 
concealed revolyers found tn the 
ear, Mandel and Murphy had been 
taken to Edwardsville for question- 
ing in the Weller murder, and later 
were released.

Pennsylvanig. . 

Long, who is’. treasurer of .the 
Public Policy Committee of the 
Pennsylvania Electric Associatien, 
testified that about $19,250 had 
been disbursed by him since 1922 
that had not been accounted for 
on his records. 

He said that the Public Policy 
Committee spent more money in 
furthering the interests of the util- 
ity industry before the Pennsyl- 
vania State Legislature than is 
spent by the Pennsylvania Eiectric 
Association, the parent body... He 
testified the committee was. stup- 
ported by contributions by the 
larger power companies. f 

Doesn't Know How Money Was 

Spent. 

Long, who is a director of vigh. 
utility companies and vice presi- 
dent of the association,  testificd 
that he paid about $19,259 to 
Walter H. Johnson, chairman of 
the Public Policy Committee, and 
declared he did not know what 
Johnson did with the money and 
had no idea as to its purpos». He 
identified numerous payrents 
made during legislative sessions 
since 1922 to law firms, attorneys 
and other wersons, who, he said 
represented the Public Policy Com- 
mittee in legislative matters. 

Watched “Pinch Bills,” ' 

Johnson followed Long and tes- 
tified that he spent the money re- 
ceived from Long in watching so- 
called “pinch bills” before’ the 
Pennsylvania legislature, He said 
he did not know who received the 
money. 

Johnson said that the reason he 
paid cash was because he did not 
want it known who got the money 
but declared that it was spent 
honorably and lawfully. He  ex- 
plained the money was spent for 
entertainment and expenses of 
persons who advised him on legis- 
lative matters. 

Asked what he meant by pinch 
bills, Johnson said that they were 
introduced by legislators “to scare 
you to death,” adding that these 
bilis were meant to make the util- 
ities “come across.”

ate financial structure was § ap- 
proved today by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission. Under the 
terms of the permission, the rail- 
road may issue $102,000,000 in 4% 
per cent bonds, of which $1060,- 
000,000 will be sold, and may offer 
to its stockholders for subscrip- 
tion $49,157,400 in 6 per cent pre-, 
ferred stock. 

With the new-issues the com- 
pany will pay off and consolidate 
its existing indebtedness and will 
reimburse its treasury for expen-

The Interborough Rapid Transit 


‘Co. obtained a temporary 7-cent 
‘fare from Circuit Judge Martin T. 
'Manton and District Judges John: 


Cc. Knox and Wililam Bondy. 

Determination of a permanent 
“fair and reasonable’’ rate will be 
referred to a special master to be 
appointed by the Court, This pro- 
ceeding will involve lengthy inquiry 
as to the value of Interborough 
properties and argument as to 
whether the 65-cent fare is confis- 
catory. 

One of the features of the deci- 


|sion is that it makes no distinction 
between the company’s subway and 


elevated lines, although the former 
can operate successfully on a

ELECTRIG RATES 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Union Compdany’s New Sched- 
ules Carrying Reductions to 
Be Submitted to Commission. 


7 the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
| JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.— 
Electric rates of the Union #lec- 
*tric Light & Power Co. of St. Louis, 
which have been under investiga- 
tion by the State Public Sérvice 
Commission, will be reduced in a 
inew schedule te be filed by the 
|company in a few days, Louis J. 
Egan, president of the Union Elec- 
tric, told the commission in a con- 
ference here yesterday afternoon. 

The percentage of decreafSe, and 
the classes of service to which the 
proposed reductions’ will apply, 
have -not been definitely deter- 
mined, Egan said, but will be 
worked out imthe next two or three 
days and submitted in the new 
schedule for approval of the com- 
mission, 
Commission for House Rate Cut. 

In instituting the inquiry about 
eight weeks ago the commission 
indicated it was interested in a re- 
duction, in residence rates in Bt. 
Louis. *Company officers countered 
at that time with a statement that 
if any reduction was made it 
should be on rates of commercial 
and industrial power consumers. 

The agreement of the company 
to reduce rates, as a result of the 
inquiry into its intreased earnings 
in 1927, does not necessarily mean 
that the schedule proposed by the 
company will be final. -If the 
schedule is satisfactory to the com- 
mission, it will be allowed to go 
into effect on whatever date is 
designated. If the commission does 
not consider the Pfeduction suffi- 
cient, or properly applied, it can 
suspend the schedule and order 
further inquify ‘into the rates, 
which likely would lead to a full 
rate case and valuation proceed- 
ing. ; 

Egan and Frank J. Boehm, vice 
president of the Union Electric, 
were here for. the conference, 
which was informal and an execu-~- 
tive session. No record is made of 
such informal conferences, as is 
done in hearings in formal rate 
cases, which are open to the pub- 
ic. 
, The inquiry was instituted by the 
commission about March 1, after 
it learned that net earnings of the 
Union Electric in 1927 were ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 greater than 
in 1926. The net earnings showed 
an increase of 21 per cent over 
1926. 

Commission Fails to Get Data. 


Officers of the Union Electric 
were called in by the commission 
eight weeks ago and instructed to 
furnish the commission with a spe- 
cial report on operating revenues 
and expenses, and the operating re- 
sults of the existing rates. This 
report was to have been submitted 
yesterday, but was not filed. So

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Repeal or Nullification? 
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Nullification of the Eighteenth Amendment Is Not Possible While the Friends of 
Prohibition Retain Their Enormous Political Power: Nor Is It the Honest 


and Courageous Way to Meet the Issue of Prohibition. 


By HARRY M. WILLIAMS of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 


AVING come to the time when some 
H enampions of prohibition grudingly ad- 

mit that public opinion appears to de- 
mand a change, a numerous element urg- 
ing modification of the Volstead act and 
others urging nullification of the eighteenth 
amendment without actual repeal, these 
mouthpieces for the drys are heard to say 
that if the people don’t like prohibition, 
the only proper and legal way is to repeal 
the eighteenth amendment through the 
method provided by the Constitution itself. 

So we find both sides talking repeal or 
nullification, with several powerful voices 
among the wets advising nullification on 
the ground that repeal is too difficult or 
absolutely impossible. 

But the real question ought to be not 
what is difficult or apparently impossible, 
but what is best for the country, in the 
event that public demand for a change 
tecomes so urgent that something must be 
tone. Would nullification be the best course 
to pursue? Would it be effective? Would 
it Satisfy the intelligence and the conscience 
o* the people”? 

Tf these questions are answered in the 
negative, as they must be, what about re- 
peal? Is it really impossible, or merely 
‘ery difficult? It has been pointed out 
that an attempt to repeal this or any other 
amendment could be vetoed by 33 Senators. 
or by 146 Representatives. or by a ma- 
jority in 13 State Senates. As Walter Lipp- 
mann says, “A repeal might pass Congress, 
it might pass 35 Legislatures, it might pass 
one house in the remaining 13 Legislatures, 
and still the eighteenth amendment would 
be intact.” ‘To put it in other words, a 
mere minority of 6,900,000 votes, in the 


most thinly populated States coula keep 

the amendment in the Constitution.

ECAUSE of this pressure, exercised in 


the case of the prohibition amendment 
by the Anti-Saloon League and its follow- 
ers, such leaders as Lippmann, Darrow and 
large wet element advocate nullification 
by such States as do not want prohibition. 
They argue that this will be all that will 
be necessary. Citing the case in which other 
provisions of the Constitution have béen 
virtually anulled by public defiance, not- 
ably the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments by the Southern States, some think 
that nullfication might be accomplished 
by amending the Volstead act. or that it 
might gradually come about by failure to 
enforce the law in wet territory. so that 
it would be reduced to the status of the 
cld blue and Sunday laws. 

But the blue laws and the fourteenth and 
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fifteenth amendments are not dead, as 
legal action in New Jersey, South Carolina 
and other States has recently shown, where 
wholesale arrests have been made for dis- 
obedience to ancient Sabbath laws. The 
decision of the Supreme Court in the Texas 
Lrimary election proved that nullification 
does not nullify, but that the courts, when 
sufficiently urged by powerful interests, are 
bound to récognize and enforce 
émendments. It has been reported that 
_ leading citizens have boasted that, in spite 
of the decision, there will be no increase 
in the Negro vote in the South. But the 
time may come when even the Negroes 
will be sufficiently strong, through edu- 
cation and prosperity, to bring the amend- 
ments to life and keep them alive. 
= . 


OWEVER, it is folly to compare the 


Negro suffrage amendments with the 
prohibition amendment because the latter 
has for its champiors not a backward and 
politically impotent element, but a powerful, 
intelligent, politically educated mass of vot- 
ers, imbued with what they believe to be 
© highly moral purpose, flushed with vic- 
tory, and backed by shrewd financiers. The 
Anti-Saloon League and its followers wil! 
never consent to nullification. They will 
always be what Judge Nott called the 
“someone on the other side pressing back 
the door.” 

What the Supreme Court may do is an- 
ether question. The original decision of 
the court upholding the elghteenth amend- 
rent as constitutional was a divided opin- 
ion. The National Constitutional Liberty 
League for the Repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment is about to move for a new 
hearing, and, due to the fact that four 
crew Justices have heen seated since the 
criginal decision was given. no one can 
say what may happen. 


To wait on the Supreme Court, however. 
would be both cowardly and false to 
American principles. Conditions have be- 
come so bad that action is imperative. 

As iong as the eighteenth amendment 
exists, the most determined. conscientious, 
persistent, not to say fanatical element in 
the nation will fight any attempt at nufli- 
tication. The amendment and enforcing 
laws will stand as a consinuing terror. Ar- 
rests under such laws wit! still be possible. 
Property will still be subject to confiscation. 
And, after years of partial nullification, it 
will be possible for the remaining proht- 
bitionists to demand that the courts en- 
force Federal laws on prohibition, and 
State laws wherever they exist. 

Repeal is the only safe, sensible, effi- 
cient remedy. It is the only remedy that 
will win the conscientious approval of al! 
the people who consent to any change. We 
rave the word of many prohibition leaders 
that they will be satisfied to abide by the 
result of such a legal method, even if it 
went against them. That being so, why 
argue for nullification? The way may be 
long. It may involve years of appeal to 
public opinion and proof of the need for 
change. In the long run, the country would 
be justified in the eyes of the world. WNul- 
lification ig the course of the coward.

Olive street, last night. 

The study which began last Sep- 
tember and has included 11,4383 
children—9698 white and 1735 Ne- 
gsro—from the second to eighth 
grades, disclOsed that 61 per cent 
With defective hearing repeated a 
school quarter one or more times. 
At a cost of $22.05 each quarter, 
the 1361 repeated quarters repre- 
sented an additional outlay of $30.,- 
010.05 for school operation, Dr. 
Humphrey said. 

He explained that while in his

The framework, the bones and 
the muscles, are the essential parts 
of the body. To them all the vis- 
cera in the head. chest, and abdo- 
men are mere servants. But like 
all great and important things the 
bones and muscles-are simple and 
easy to understand. Our awe and 


our curiosity are expended upon 
the viscera, and so most of this 
book, because it is written for in- 
quisitive little monkeys, must be 
spent upon them, 

Let us take a bird's-eye view of 
the whole process. In the opening 
definition we agreed that the body 
was an organism for the purpose 
of converting food and air into 
energy and into tissue. The first 
step in the process is to reduce 


the food to such a state that it) 


can be absorbed and carried to the 
tissues. This is the process of 
digestion. Simultaneously air 
must enter the body. This is the 
process of respiration. When the 
changed food and air have entered 
the body, there must be some me- 
dium in which they can be dis- 
solved. This medium is the blood. 
The blood must be carried to all 
parts of the body. This is the 
function of the heart and blood- 
vessels, the process being called 
circulation. When these sub- 
stances reach the various tissues, 
they must be converted into ener- 
gy. This process is called nutri- 
tion or metabolism. In the process 
of conversion certain waste pro- 
ducts will be formed; they must 
be cast off, as the body has no 
use for them. This process is 
called excretion. Finally some di- 
rection to the whole complicated 
performance must be maintained.

These various systems and 
functions and their derangements 
we shall now briefly review. 

Though the whole procedure is 
an-endless wheel, it may be con- 
venient to start with digestion. 

After the revival of learning men 
began to become interested in cer- 
tain apparently spontaneous 
changes which occurred in sub- 
stances left alone in nature. For 
instance, why does meat get cor- 
rupted? Why do maggots swarm 
in it? Why does milk sour? Why 
does grape-juice turn into wine? 
Why does apple-juice turn into 
vinegar? Finally, why does food 
undergo a change in the stomach? 
All of these changes seemed to 
them to be of the same nature. 
They were all thought to be due to 
“spontaneous generation.” Meat 
changed, maggots swarmed, milk 
soured, food digested—by the act 
of spontaneous generation or spon- 
taneous metamorphosis. 

An Italian, Francesco Redi, un- 
dertook. to answer the question 
about the maggots. The learning 
of the time was certain that they 
developed spontaneously in the 
meat. He put pieces of meat into 
open jars, and other pieces of meat 
into jars over which he placed 
parchment and wire gauze. ‘The 
maggots developed in the meat in 
the open jars; they did not develop 
in the meat in the covered jars, but 
maggots grew on top of the wire- 
gause or on the parchment cover- 
ing the jars. The idea of sponta- 
' W@0Us generation began to fade. 
What did it mean anyway? A 
Frenchman, De Reaumur, had a 
pet kite. He got some of the juice 

from its stomach and showed that 
this juice dissolved food in a giass.

it seemed to melt food away. The

stomach. Beaumont could see the 
stomach move.

found that gastric juices appeared 
only when food entered the stom-

He put a 
rubber tube in the stomach and 
drew off some pure gastric juice; 
he sent it to Prof. Dunglion at the 
University of Virginia, who found 
that it contained hydrochloric acid.

sins don't make for a happy life 
for themselves or for the people 
they live with,” 

lor 20 years Miss Jones has been 
the teacher of the old brick schoot 
house on the East Side, and for 20 
years she has conducted her ex- 
periments with the human ma- 
terial that other teachers and par- 
ents had given up. 

She was one of the first support- 
ers of the theory of development of 
early vocational preferences among 
boys who were social problems. 
She has discovered that many boys 
with criminal tendencies become 
so because of vocational maladjust- 
ment. In her eaily years she 
watched these tendencies carefully, 
and saw to it that the boys be- 
came so interested in their jobs 
that they forgot the evil ways. 

Today she has evidence of the ef- 
ficacy of her methods. Of the 185 
boys who were enrolled in the
